There  have  been  no  cases  of  sickness  or  invalidity  v/hich 
have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  this  area  during  the  year* 

The  conditions  of  occupation  and  environments  of  the  population 
are  healthy. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

The  latest  figures  available  show  that  at  the  3tst«  of 
December  1943?  95^6  of  the  2,266  children  attending  the  35 
schools  in  the  area,  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria? 
and  it  is  estimated  that  3&/o  of  children  under  5  years  of 
age  had  received  treatment* 

The  position  with  respect  to  school-children  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  good*  as  apart  from  15  refusals,  consent  for 
immunisation  was  obtained  from  parents  of  all  outstanding 
cases*  In  view  of  the  small  numbers  to  be  treated  it  has  not 
been  practicable  to  arrange  for  sessions  at  the  schools,  and 
each  parent  has  been  supplied  with  a  free  voucher  to  take  to 
their  own  doctor. 

In  order  that  no  parent  can  plead  ignorance  of  local 
arrangements  a  notice  has  been  published  in  the  press* 

It  is  proposed  to  take  a  census  of  outstanding  cases  in 
the  schools  during  the  coming  year  when  such  arrangements  for 
treatment  will  be.  made  as  circumstances  demand* 

I  would  like  to  place  on  record  the  valuable  assistance 
I  have  received  from  the  Education  Authorities* 

Laboratory  Facilities 


There  have  been  no  developments  or  changes  owing  to  the 
war,  and  the  existing  arrangements  are  set  out  hereunder 

Bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Manchester  and  the 
Evans  Biological  Institute* 

Samples  of  milk  are  examined  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirm¬ 
ary  Laboratory. 

Water  samples  are  submitted  to  Messrs*  M'elling  &  Ardern, 
the  County  Analysts*  Manchester. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  is  a  motor  ambulance  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
transport  of  infectious  diseases  and  another  kept  at  Nantwich 
for  the  transport  of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases*  There 
is  also  an  ambulance  stationed  at  Haslington  controlled  by  the 
British  Red  Cross* 

The  above  ambulances  are  maintained  by  (l  )  the  Nantwich 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  the  Rural  District  is  a  constit¬ 
uent  authority;  (2)  by  the  Nantwich  Urban  and  Rural  District 
Councils  jointly  under  agreement;  (3)  British  Red  Cross¬ 
lin  addition  to  the  above?  six  ambulances  supplied  by  the 
County  Council  under  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Scheme  are 
stationed  within  the  area?  and  one  mobile  unit* 

In  my  opinion  the  service  is  adequate* 

Nursing  Arrangements 

Professional  nursing  in  the  homes  of  the  people  in  the 

District  is  by  District  Nurses,  employed  by  voluntary  Assoc¬ 
iations* 

Nurses  are  stationed  at  Acton?  Audlem?  Bunbury,  Doddington? 
Cholmondeley,  Willaston,  worleston,  Newhall,  Stapeley?  and 
Shavington*  These  nurses  act  as  Midwives  in  their  respective 
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districts*  No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  nursing  of 
infectious  cases  in  their  own  homes®  Nurses  are  employed  "by 
the  county  Council  and  are  located  in  the  Sural  District; 
they  exercise  the  duties  of  school  nurses  and  Health  Visitors 
to  cases  of  Tuberculosis* 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  only  existing  centre  of  this  type  in  the  District  is 
the  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Haslington*  The  Child  Welfare 
Centres  of  Nantwich  and  Alsager  are  used  by  the  residents  in 
the  vicinity  of  these  places* 

Hospitals 


There  is  a  large  Poor  Law  Hospital  at  Nantwich,  which 
serves  the  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  of  Nantwich  and  the 
Borough  of  Crewe  to  which  a  temporary  extension  has  been  made 
providing  accommodation  for  210  beds?  for  use  in  the  event  of 
an  emergency* 

There  is  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  worleston.  This 
Hospital  is  capable  of  accommodating  twenty  adults  and  thirty 
children,  and  of  treating  three  diseases  at  the  same  time* 

There  is  a  Cottage  Hospital  at  Nantwich  with  accorMKP1* 
dation  for  eighteen  patients* 

In  addition  to  these  institutions  there  exists  at  Wrenbury 
Hall,  near  Nantwich,  an  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Colony  for 
residential  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  cases  capable  of  some 
work*  This  Institution  was  presented  to  the  County  Council 
shortly  after  the  laqt  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  St*  John  Ambulance  Association* 

Water  Extensions  carried  out  during  the  Year 

CovNCt/J,  r^/LhSC/ZHS  SfT<*/)rSS> 

The  two  pumps  at/ Bears tone  have  been  withdrawn  from  the 
Boreholes  and  thoroughly  overhauled*  In  order  to  improve 
their  yield  to  a  maximum  quantity,  additional  stages  were 

added  and  the  pumps  lowered  to  a  depth  of  approximately  350 
feet*  Since  this  work  was  carried  out  the  average  daily 
yield  has  appreciatively  increased* 

A  new  30  inch  diameter  Borehole  600  feet  deep  has  been 
sunk  adjoining  the  present  works  and  from  tests  made  it  is 
apparent  that  a  quantity  of  water  approximating  to  75*000 
gallons  per  hour  will  be  obtained*  When  this  Borehole  is 
fully  exploited  it  will  be  possible  for  the  existing  pimps  to 
act  as  standby  plant,  and  from  that  point  of  view  the  Council 
will  then  feel  less  anxious  regarding  the  curtailment  of 
supply  through  breakdown  of  Plant. 

The  Softening  Plant  has  been  working  to  full  capacity  but 
owing  to  the  total  demand  far  exceeding  the  designed  output  of 
this  plant,  the  results  have  not  proved  entirely  satisfactory* 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the 
interference  with  hot  water  services  connected  with  domestic 
premises  due  to  the  filling  up  of  the  pipes  with  hard  lime 
deposit*  Until  the  softening  Plant  can  be  enlarged,  the 
Council  are  in  a  helpless  position,  but  to  assist  consumers, 
apparatus  has  been  purchased  whereby  the  pipes  can  be  cleared 
of  deposit*  This  plant  with  the  necessary  labour  to  operate 
can  be  hired  on  application  to  the  Council’s  Engineer* 

Negotiations  have  t>een  commenced  throughout  South  and 
Mid-Cheshire  with  a1  view  to  investigating  the  possibilities  of 
setting  up  a  Water  Board  or  Water  Boards  to  control  the 
supplies  of  that  area*  The  Mid-Cheshire  Joint  Water  Committee 
has  been  appointed  with  experts  to  compile  a  report  on  the 
advisability  or  otherwise  of  instituting  this  central  control 
and  their  findings  are  awaited  with  interest. 
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The  whole  of  the  District  is  now  provided  with  a  piped 
supply  of  pure  water  from  three  sources  viz 

Bearstone  Pumping  station,  Crewe  Corporation  Mains  and 
Liverpool  Corporation  Mains* 

The  supply  is  constant  under  adequate  pressure  and  no 
complaints  have  "been  received  as  to  quality  or  quantity  during 
the  year* 

Water  Extensions  Proposed  for  1944 

Application  will  he  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
sanction  to  exploit  the  new  Borehole  at  Bearstone  hy  the 
instalment  of  additional  pumps  with  the  necessary  electrical 
gear  and  extensions  of  the  Softening  and  treatment  plants* 

The  Alsager  Urban  District  Council  have  been  granted 
permission  to  obtain  water  not  exceeding  50,000  gallons  per 
day  from  the  mains  of  the  Council  near  Radway  Green  and  it 
is  expected  this  supply  will  be  given  within  the  next  few 
months* 

An  application  from  the  Congleton  Rural  District  Council 
for  the  supply  of  approximately  5000  gallons  per  day  to 
premises  in  the  Parish  of  Elton  has  been  granted  and  the 
necessary  works  will  probably  be  commenced  at  an  early  date* 

An  800  yards  length  of  main  joining  existing  mains  in 
Baddiley  Lane,  Baddiley,  will  possibly  be  laid  during  the  year 
to  improve  the  supply  in  the  Acton  and  Burland  district* 
Application  has  already  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  sanction  to  this  scheme* 

In  connection  with  the  Booster  Plant  at  Crewe  Green  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  install  additional  electrical 
devices  to  control  the  machinery,  for  the  elimination  of  surge 

in  the  large  distributing  mains* 

This  equipment  will  be  fixed  and  placed  in  operation  as 
soon  as  possible* 

Sewerage  and  Dmit.ugo 

The  condition  of  the  sewerage  system  at  the  rear  of 
premises  in  Middlewich  Road,  Wistaston,has  given  considerable 
trouble  recently  and  schemes  for  its  improvement  have  been 
laid  before  a  special  Committee  for  consideration* 

Further  investigations  have  been  made  into  the  most 
efficient  and  desirable  methods  of  dealing  with  the  drainage 
of  the  areas  immediately  adjoining  the  Borough  of  Crewe  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Nantwich* 

This  question  will  be  further  considered  so  that  decisions 
can  be  put  into  operation  immediately  the  War  ceases*  The 
sewering  of  several  large  villages  throughout  the  District  is 
being  kept  in  mind  and  preparation  of  the  detail  plans  will 
proceed  as  opportunity  permits* 

Housing 


No  complete  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year, 
but  5  houses  which  were  left  in  various  stages  of  construction 
when  the  War  prevented  normal  working  have  been  completed* 

Sites  have  been  selected  in  the  Parishes  of  Audlem,  Bickerton 
and  Cholmondeston  for  the  erection  of  two  Agricultural  Workers 
Cottages  in  each  Parish  and  the  work  of  erection  is  proceeding 

in  accordance  with  the  approved  scheme  set  up  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment*  It  is  hoped  these  houses  will  be  ready  for  tenants  early 
in  1944* 

Further  sites  for  the  erection  of  Post-War  Houses  are  being 
selected  and  a  programme  of  150  houses  for  the  first  two  years 
following  the  War  has  been  tentatively  decided  upon* 
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A  tendency  fox*  Ov/nors  of  large  houses  to  sub~divi.de  the 
premises  and  adapt  them  as  Plats  seems  to  be  gaining  favour , 
and  as  this  system  assists  the  housing  position  it  is  encour¬ 
aged  by  the  Authorities  wherever  the  conditions  prove  satis¬ 
factory*  Plans  for  several  such  alterations  have  been  approved 
by  the  Council*

Infectious  Diseases 


There  were  102  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  against  87  last 
year*  Diphtheria  cases  numbered  14  showing  a  decrease  of  18 
on  last  year. 

Seventy- five  sputum  specimens  were  examined  for  the ^ 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  eight  found  to  be  positive* 
Thirty-six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  of  which 
twenty-four  were  pulmonary. 

The  efficiency  of  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the 
area  is  satisfactory  and  no  proceedings  have  been  necessary 
for  neglect  to  notify  this  disease*

Infectious  Disease

gation  entailed  238  visits* 

Refuse  Accommodation 

In  parishes  where  scavenging  is  in  operation  ashbins 
are  provided  at  all  premises,  and  3*502  ashbins  are  emptied 
fortnightly*  The  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining 
replacements  still  continues* 

Scavenging 

At  the  end  of  the  year  eleven  parishes,,  namely  - 
Haslington,  Willaston,  wistaston,  shavington.  Hough,  Basford, 
Chorlton,  Weston,  Rope,  Wybunbury,  and  Stapeley  were  scavenged 
by  direct  labour  with  horse  drawn  vehicles,*  and  five,  namely  - 
Worleston,  Stoke,  Wardle,  Audlem  and  Crewe  Green,  by  contract* 
In  spite  of  labour  and  transport  problems  regular  clearance  of 
house  refuse  and  nightsoil  was  maintained?  with  the  exception 
Of  the  parish  of  Haslington,  which  had  been  causing  the  Council 
concern  for  some  time. 

During  the  summer  the  service  at  Haslington  completely 
broke  down  by  the  fact  that  horse  drawn  transport  had  become 
obsolete  so  far  as  this  part  of  the  area  was  concerned.  The 
Council  decided  to  put  into  operation  a  motor-driven  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle  as  soon  as  possible,  and  after  some  delay 
a  Ministry  of  War  Transport  Licence  to  acquire  such  a  vehicle 
was  obtained,  which  it  is  hoped  will  come  into  service  early 
in  1944*  In  the  absence  of  additional  labour  which  could  not 
be  obtained  and  the  inability  to  obtain  a  contractor,  a  skele¬ 
ton  service  is  being  maintained  in  the  meantime,  the  removal 
of  nightsoil  taking  priority* 

There  are  still  many  black  spots  in  the  area  where  a 
scavenging  service  is  vitally  necessary,  but  where  it  has  been 
postponed  on  financial  grounds,  it  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit  the  service  will  be  extended  to  them*

Milk  production  is  the  main  industry  of  this  area?  there 
being  1?382  registered  producers?  of  whom  703  hold  "Accred- 
ited1'?  and  23  "Tuberculin  Tested"  Licences* 

There  are  five  large  milk  factories?  two  of  which  hold 
licences  for  Pasteurisation,  both  at  present  working  on  the 
"Holder"  process*  During  the  year  under  review  648  inspections 
of  Farms?  Dairies?  and  Milk  Factories  were  made* 

There  are  176  Dairymen  retailing  milk  in  the  District? 
and  out  of  ICO  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  sediment 
test?  17  were  found  to  be  heavily  contaminated* 

Many  cases  have  arisen  where  smallholders  who  until 
recently  have  been  engaged  in  stock-rearing?  have  turned  over
